CLHVELAVS. July 3.— For nearly a. 


mouth the strike- at the Brown Moisting 
and Conveying company has coutinncd 
with frequent though individual attack* 
by strikers upon workmen who had 
taken their places. The police have 
been patient under the "base of the idle 
men, but for the first ti.ue violence was 
shown the officers and they dralt the 
strikers a blow with a heavy hand. 


After working honjx 1 70 employes of 


tho Brown company were 
marched 


from the works unrier tho escort of 
policemen to the car tr..cks on Ht Clair 
street. A crowd of 2.090 men. women 
boys gathered and began hooting and 
hissing. Two motor cars caiu>j ;>!oi!g 
and were signalled to >~o~i, but the 
strikers yelled "Go ahead, don't =rop," 
and the motormen incica.-ed their speed 
mid whizzed by. 


The police then marched the men in 


their charge a block further away to a 
corner and halted for another car, the 
roaring crowd following. Some one ia 
tho crowd threw a big stone, which 
struck Patrolman Keidel and cm his 
head open. Deputy Chief of Police 
Mediation then gave a prearranged sig- 
nal and the crowd was given a terrible 
lesson. 
Forty policemen swung out 


into lino and the other 40 closed in 
around the JUPO they were protecting. 
Tho first 40 under command of Captain 
English and Lieutenant Dunn charged 
the cjxm-d with riot clubs and thev tut 
to break heads. 


Two rushes up the street sent the 


crowd in that direction flying, and left 
several on the pavement with bleeding 
heads. Then the police charged twice 
in the' opposite direction and then down 
a side street, using tneir clubs vigor- 
ously. They scattered the crowd effect- 
ually and arrested four of the ringlead- 
ers, after splitting the scalp of one of 
them. 
In tho meantime the police 


guarding the worknww stopped a car 
almost bj force and t>eut their charges 
av^ay. 


No one was dangerously hurt !rr the 


clubbing, «o far a* can be ascertained, 
but there are scares of broken heads. 
Serums trouble is feared from now on

Whenever 
the choice comes between acquiescence 
in the single standard and the adoption 
by the United States trf the single sil- 
ver standard the Monitor and States- 
man will not be found on the side of 
gold. Such a monetary system would 
everywhere tend to make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer and will inflict 
grinding poverty and intense woe upon 
the great masses of the people all over 
the world."

English are much less noticeable than 
the Americans, who are usually in. easy 
cironmstanoesv Few English families 
choose to pass any length of time in 
Paris. They prefer Cannes, Pan or Bou- 
logne. 


"Vfhat is remarkable is that in the 


American colony there is only about one 
man to every fiye women. Indeed, there 
are families in which the stranger sei 
is not represented, the husband or fa- 
ther being occupied on the other side of 
the Atlantic in making the money that 
is indispensable to his wife and daugh- 
ters who are shining in a foreign land. 
One of the motjves that induce these 
families to live in such an unnatural 
way ia the clfesire or pretest to leam 
French. It is the fashion in the States 
for children to acquire the Parisian ac- 
cent. Upper tendom in New York does 
not consider its education complete 
without a finishing off in Paris. Anoth- 
er reason why Americans are fond of 
residing in Paris is that the cost of 
living accommodates itself to every 
purse, whereas in New York you must 
copy either the rich or tho poor. 


The first thing that an American does 


on arriving in Paris is to rush off to the 
United States minister, whom he pur- 
sues pitilessly. For this reason there is 
always a crowd at the legation, and the 
functionary who directs it is in constant 
requisition for the private business of 
ais compatriots. He must direct them 
to a good family pension, to the best 
school for boys or girls: he must give 
them, confidentially, his opinion on the 
nice and quality of tho merchandise 
sold in such or such a large store. 
Women of severe mien ask him moral 
questions atont ''the modern Babylon." 
ilodest spinsters wish the addresses of 
ilaces of amusement 'that they may fre- 
quent without danger of being shocked. 
Of course, the refrain to all these de- 
mands is a request for a complimentary 
ticket to the balls (riven by the presi- 
dent or the city or the ministers, and to 
all the official entertainments. You see

A characteristic feature of American 


life in Paris is the absence of Parisian 
young ladies in American drawing 
rooms. This is explained by the dislike 
that French mothers have to the manners 
of American ' ' misses, ' ' whose assurance, 
independent carriage, and oftentimes 
eccentricities, seem to them a bad ex- 
ample for their daughters. Is this justi- 
fiable?

mother of his child, and until her deliv- 
erance he was a gentle, devoted and 
considerate husband. His whole uatoro 
seemed transformed. When in the early 
morning of Marcli 20, 1811, word was 
brought that the empress was in her 
labor, and that a false presentation 
made it of instant necessary to choose 
between the life of the mother and that 
of the child the feelings of the i-mperor 
can better be imagined than described. 
If the expected heir should die, his dy- 
nasty would be jeopardized, his enemies 
would once more bo making appoint- 
ments over hia grave, the hopes of a 
lifetime might be shattered. But there- 
was not a moment's wavering. "Think 
only of the mother," he cried. 


The fears of the s'.twiiding physician 


were vain, af tor all, and thcs man child, 
coming wit'iout a cry into the world, 
and lying breathless for sevfeu minutes, 
aa if hesitating to accept or decline his 
destiny, finally gave a wail as he caught 
the' breath of life. Napoleon turned, 
caught up his treasure and pressed it to 
his bosom, A hundred guns announced 
the birth, and tho city burst into jubi- 
lations, which were re-echoed throngh- 
ont Europe from Dantzig to Cadiz. Fes- 
tival succeeded festival, and for an in- 
terval men believed that the temple if 
Janus would be again closed. .No boy 
ever came on the earthly stage aruu! 
Such splendors or seemed destiued to 
honors such as appeared to await this 
one. The passionate devotion of the fa- 
ther was constant from the beginning. 
It lasted even after he hiul been desurted 
and betrayed by the mother, after tho 
child had lieen estranged ami tnrufrt 
into an Austrian prince.—'•'Lif" of Kn- 
polcon" by Professor Wuliqni SI.

The Karaim Jews. 


The Karaim Jews number 3,000 or 


4,000, and live principally in the Cri- 
mea. They speak a Tartur (fialcei iuu> 
themselves, and ethnologic-ally are murii 
more like Tartars than Semites. Their 
own legends, in fact, permit tho assump- 
tion that they wore Khazars, and \vtro 
converted to Judaism in the tighth cen- 
tury. Their form of Judaism differs 
from that of the 5,000,000 or more or- 
thodox .Russian Jews in rejecting tho 
Talmud and traditional theology alto- 
gether, and confining itself strictly to 
the Mosaic revelation. It has Lewi 
favorite amusement with the Russians 
for generations to pretend the greatest 
admiration and affection for this ob- 
scure little tribe. 
^_ Mmc. Novikoff had her joke en the 
subject here in London, when she grave 
ly assured nn interviewer some years 
ago that there never had been a law of 
any kind issued in Russia against the 
Jews. When this amazing assertion 
was! questioned, she coolly explained 
that she referred to the Karaim Jews, 
as in Russia they did not consider the 
disciples of the Talmud were Jews ut 
all. Inasmuch as the Karaites consti- 
tute only a two-thousandth part of the 
Jewish race, if, indeed, it bo conceded 
that they belong to it at all, the inso- 
lence of the Russian attitude toward 
them is peculiarly oxasporutiiig to He- 
brews in general, and the spectacle of 
their being brought forward at Moscow 
as the sole representatives of Israel will 
smart uud rauklo jusc as tho genial 
Slavonic character desires that it should. 
—Saturday Review. 


Where Glovwi Are Grown. 


The raising of kids for their skins is 


a leading industry amoug tho French 
mouutaincoTs, who obtain no small part 
of their subsistence from this source. 
Softness, delicacy of textaro and free- 
dom from blemish ore principal factors 
ill the value of kid skins, and to secure 
these* essentials groat pains are taken. 


As soon as tho young animal begins 


to eat grass the value of the skin de- 
clines, for with a grass diet its skin im- 
mediately begins to grow coarser and 
harder in texture, and its chief merit 
vanishes. It is, therefore, kept closely 
penned, not only to prevent it from eat- 
ing grass, but also to secure its skin 
from accidental in jury from scratches or 
brushes, whish impair its value. 


When tho kids have reached a certain 


age nt which tho skins are in tho best 
condition for tho use of tho glover, they 
arc killed, and the hides are sold to 
tnwcling hawkers, through whom they 
roach tho great centers of the tanning 
industry at Annonay, Mill.in, Paris and 
Grenoble.—-Cincinnati Enquirer.

The nine kinds of notes printed by 


the Bank of England are all on thin, 
•white, crisp paper. The ink used is 
black—a hard, dry preparation, said 
to bo made from iiaphthn sinoke. 


A peculiarity of The- English notes 


is that tho engraving is simple and 
old fashioned, ia contrast to tho 
notes of other countries, •which are 
most elaborately engraved by com- 
plicated machinery, tho designs be- 
ing difficult of imitation by hand, 
and the lathes and ruling engines 
being so costly as to discourage 
counterfeiters. 


The English paper is made by a 


private concern, as is that in use in 
the United States, the pulp of the 
latter being a mixture of linen, cot- 
ton and silk, the silk threads com- 
ing into prominence after the print- 
ing. 


Tho French bank note paper :u: of 


similar texture,' hair being useC 
•with the pulp instead of silk 
threads. Over 50,000 notes are is- 
sued by tbo Bank of England daily 
of an average value of £20.—New 
York Journal.

turn the scalia in a clo* contest. 


While the gf-nerul public is imereisted 


with the excitiug events of the isational 
conveutions the practir-al politician is 
more concerned with* tho incidents be- 
hind the scenes. He is mainly interest- 
ed in Hie selection of the national chair- 
man, for he recognizes in him the com- 
mander in thief of the hosts which will 
be engaged in the struggle throughout 
the coming summer. These national 
chairmen- are the real generals of the 
contest. They map out the programme 
of warfare, collect the great sums iieces- 
saiy to carry on the work, dispense it 
in the various political storm centers of 
the country, dispatch hundreds of speak- 
ers to arouse authusiasiu, conduct liter- 
ary hare;ius on the scale of a great pub- 
lishing house and personally manage the 
more mysterious phases of the national 
struggle. They have the genius of gen- 
eralship us truly developed as a Grant 
or a Vcn Moltke. 


The main items of income and expense 


in a political campaign should he noted 
at the outset. It costs §13,000 per day 
to carry on the national committee dur- 
ing a campaign. This, for 90 days, 
which is the usual period of a campaign. 
would bo about $1,500,000. This sum 
is meant to cover tho actual running 
expenses of the committee and does not 
include the sums required for influenc- 
ing results and for cither secret pur- 
poses. Among the legitimate irems that 
of printing costs niO.?t A torcc of er- 
pert writers is required in getting up 
:ho campaign book and other lines of 
literature. Then there are translators, 
who turn the political matter into 
French, German, Norwegian mid val1 
other languages which are likely to 
vield results. The canvass cf close states 
is another large item of expense. It 
amounts to a political census. When 
Abram Hewitt was chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, there 
were two sets of blanks for every pre- 
cinct in the United States, one showing 
a preliminary canvass and the second a 
inal canvass. It disclosed the position 
of every vote r. 


Most of these canvassers have to be 


jaid, and the aggregate expense is tre- 
mendous. Then there ia the oosi of the 
:ieadquarters, with about 500 people 
mployed when the campaign is in full 
swing. The Hero of orators is considera- 
ble and includes not only the pay for 
their services, bat also the expense of 
iiotel and railroad travel Finally there 
n the cost of getting up big demonstra- 
tions, processions, etc., in doubtful 
states, for, while the states and cities 
honlder a good part of this expense, 
still the national committee must help 
it along when the issue is doubtful and 
much depends upon the result in a giv- 
en locality. 


Kutr.rsUy the question arises as to 


where all tills money comes from. The 
main sources of income are the men of 
large means within tho party. Some of 
them give as high as $100,000. Large 
corporate interests also contribute haud- 
•iomely, in hope of securing political fa- 
vor. In some cases these large, concerns 
givo to both of the great parties, thus 
Eiaking themselves safo in any event. 
There is a considerable class of men 
anxious to secure political prominence 
or to occupy high positions who give 
lavishly as a means of advancing their 
personal interests. Finally comes tbc 
aggregate of small popular subscrip- 
tions, which foots up to a largo sum. — 
New York Herald.

BRASSY EYES, 


The New Comphiint That la Causing Trou- 


ble to Conductors. 


"How arc your brassy ryes?" 
This question is part of the daily sal- 


ntations to conductors of open rapid 
transit cars as they swing themselves 
along the footboards. 
- A glance at the conductors' eyes 
shows that something is the matter 
The eyes are rod about the edges of the 
lids and are somewhat inflamed. 


One of the conductors afflicted with 


brassy eyes said yesterday: "The trou- 
ble is limited to conductors of open cars 
aud is caused by th« long brass handles 
at the end of each row of seats, one of 
which a conductor is obliged to grasp 
frequently as he walks along the foot- 
board. After a time the perspiration 
from the hand acts on the brass, and 
the hand becomes coated with verdigris. 
When the conductor puts his hand to 
his face, he gets the vcrdi.eris in his 
eyes. This causes inflammation, and the 
trouble grows worse if it is not prompt- 
ly attended to. 


"In warm weather it is very hard tc 


keep the hands from the face. Wearing 
gloves would stop the trouble, bnt a 
conductor cannot wear gloves, as they 
d'laj'him in making change and punch- 
ing transfers. A conductor's handker- 
chief POOII absorbs the vvrdigris. 


Motormcu are protected from braissy 


eyes by wearing buckskin gloves or cov- 
ers over the large brass knobs which 
control the brake and tho electric cur- 
rent. 


Some of the open cars have wooden 


' instead of brass rods on the side. They 
appear to be sufficiently strong for all 
purposes, thmigh not equal in strength 
.o the inetalrods.—Baltimore Sun.

No person shall, at any time,catch, 


kill or injure, or pursue with such In- 
tent, any sparrow, nuthatch, warbler, 
flicker, vireo, wren, robin, catbird, 
tanager, bobolink, bluejiy, oriole,

The racpen- 
leim after a few -weeks hardened at the 
surface, while the dendrolene remainec 
soft, 1>nt lost some of the "sticiy" char- 
acter and rbseinbled » grease. 


The insecticides were nsed with good 


effect against the sinuate pear borer, 
either entirely preventing the emerging 
of the udiilta or coating them BO thai 
they soon died. The ranpenleim, on ac- 
count of the hardening of the outer sur 
face, is believed to be somewhat more 
efficient ia preventing the emergence ol 
borers, while the dendrolene when ap- 
plied to peach trees had tho effect oi 
killing borers ia the trnnk. 


Thinnfcjc Peaches, 


Ia a farmers' bulletin Erwin P. 


Smith advises that after the "drop" has 
passed, if the trees are heavily laden, a 
very considerable number of the peaches 
:honld be pulled oft It takes much less 
labor to pick them at this time than 
when they are ripe, -and the semaining 
Lruit will be enough larger and better 
in flavor and color to more than com- 
pensate for this thinning. Thinning is 
not very generally practiced by peach 
growers in the United States^ bat, if 
judiciously done, no work in the or- 
chard will give better returns. 


Some of the qualities especially de- 


sirable in a crop of peaches are size, 
flavor and color. These desirable points 
cannot be expected when the teee is 
allowed to overbear, in which event tiie 
fruit is likely to be small and green and

$100. Over this, enough chickens were 
sold to pay for the feed. There was 
nothing else on the farm that paid as 
good a percentage of profit. 


Tbe wife iif farmer S., who owned a 


large grain farm for several years," made 
a hybrid lot of poultry pay the yearly 
tares, amounting to over $100 a year. 
There is nothing on the farm that pays 
a larger per cent of profit than a small 
flock of hens. — Practical Farmer.

They come 
at night and attack the fowls on the 
roost, and as they are small and light 
in body they can be guarded against 
only by a closely built and thoroughly 
varmiat proof hen house. In their raids 
they very seldom devour or carry oft* 
their victims, but simply suck the blood 
from the latter by inserting their small 
sharp teeth ia the neck or breast and 
applying th«r months to tho bloodlet- 
ting holts.

Dr. Cyrus Edson, ex-presides t of 


the New Yoi-k board of health, writes 
concerning bathing in The Ladies 
Home Journal: "A cold douche or 
any form of shower hath should not 


I be used when a person is tired -or 


t exhausted from any cause, as the 
reaction, on which the shook de- 
pends for its beneficial effect, does 
not follow effectually when tho sys- 
tem is tired. 


''The result of the shower in such 


a case is apt to be internal conges- 
tion, which may he disastrous. It 
does not follow, however, that a per- 
spiring person should not bathe un- 
til cooled off. As a matter of fact, 
if the person is not exhausted the 
fact that the pores are open is rather 
advantageous than otherwise, as tho 
reaction is enhanced and will prob- 
ably follow more energetically. A 
bath should never be taken within 
two honrs of a Loarty meal. The 
first effect of immersion in "warm or 
iu cold water is to seriously derange 
the digestive process if that is pro- 
gressing at the time and by a physi- 
ological effect that naturally follows 
to unbalance or derange the whole 
nervous bystem. Tbo result of this 
is 
extremely dangerous to tho 


bather. There are numerous in- 
stances of severo illness and oven of 
death caused by bathing while the 
stomach was full."

This is not tho first time pampas grass 


has been employed as the emblem of the 
Republican party. It was adopted as 
such in the Republican national cou- 
venHon of 1892, bnt at that time it was 
not stamped with tho approval of so 
great a man as Hannu. and for that 
reason probably did not prevail over the 
Republican hosts. 


In the present campaign, however, 


pampas grass, " the only American prod- 
uct cultivated for the beautiful," as 
the imperator puts it, is likely to play 
a most important part. And for this 
role the plumed grasses of South Amer- 
ica and California are admirably fitted. 


Pampas grass ia, properly speaking, a 


prass which covers the, pampas of South 
America, bnt it is now cultivat«l all 
over California for the sako of its 
plumes, which sre sold by florists for 
room decoration. 


The South American grass is quite 


hardy and its txifts are magnificent in 
appearance. Tho loaves are fully 6 or 8 
feet long and tho flowering stems 10 to 
14 feet high. The flowers ;iro silvery 
white and from 18 inches lo 2 feet long. 
The cultnre of theso grasses and their 
preparation for the market form a cou- 
siticrable industry. 


Florists are thoroughly conversant 


with the valuable commercial qualifies 
of pampas grass, and most of the pur- 
veyors of flowers deal in it quito exten- 
sively. 


A florist said recently that the de- 


maud for pampas pr;iss as an interior 
decoration was ou the iticr<-;iso every 
year. The grasses uro dried anil coloreti 
.for the market, and all that is left for j 
the florists to do is th-^ir arrangement in 
talcing and appropriate combinations. 


Tho {rrcnt beauty 'of pampas grsiss ,a 


thought to reside iu the plum--*, or 
feathers, as they are eoraetuiu's called. 
Theso are abundant and fluffy, and f:ill 
iu graceful streamers around the .stems. 


Tho natural color of pampas grass is

Tlie HUtory of Art. 


The- whole of our art has Uvn so 


much infliK-ucvd by that of the Greeks 
anil Romans tJiat it is obviously «eo< .s- 
sary in my discussion of the history of 
portrait painting to consider what por- 
traiture was lik<: in classical times. Tho 
prior art of Egypt may be left aside. 
To quote Messrs. Parrot and Chipiex: 
"Painting never became, an independent 
and self sufficing art in Egypt. It was 
commonly used to complete sculptur- 
esque effect*, and it never freed itself 
from this subordination." In fact, it 
had its origin ia the painted bas-relief, 
and it never advanced beyond the proc- 
ess of filling in aa outline with fiat 
tints. Obviously this can never gi\-e us 
portrait painting in the true seuso of 
the term, and it is only with this branch 
of portraiture that I am here concerned. 
Classical art has aroused such unbound- 
ed uithusiasrn and has been investigat- 
ed with such loving care that, iu spite 
of its remoteness we really know a 
great deal about it—much more, in- 
deed, than we, know of the art of the 
middle ages. Bnt, of course, there are 
very serious gaps ia our information. 
And it is precisely in the present sub- 
ject that one of the biggest of these 
gaps occurs. 


We can form a very good idea of what 


classical painting in general was like 
from the remains at Pompeii, for, ; 
though they belong to a comparatively ! 
debased period, they are certainly an 
echo of the finest Greek art—that is to 
say, the best Greek painting was like 
that, only a great deal better. Bnt it is 
a very curious thing tliat there is prac- 
tically no portraiture among the Po;a- 
peian remains. The nearest approach to 
it is in the great mosaic of the battle of 
Issus, whe.ro. the principal figure is cer- 
tainly means for Alexander, but it is a 
very conventionalized

being in mosaic can give us Vint little 
idea of what a painted portrait "was 
like1,—Nineteenth Century.
